. 'ext of Soviet Statement on Vietnam

MOSCOW, May 11— Fol- 
lowing, as translated by The 
New York Times, is the text 
of a statement on Vietnam 
by the Soviet Government, 
as distributed today by Tass , 
the official press agency: 

The Government of the 
United States has announced 
a new expansion of its ag- 
gressive actions in Vietnam 
that will lead to further com- 
plication of the situation in 
Southeast Asia and is 
fraught with serious conse- 
quences for international 
peace and security. 

In a declaration on May 8 
the President of the United 
States announced that he 
had given orders to mine the 
entrances to North Viet- 
namese ports to prevent ac- 
cess of ships to them, to in- 
crease the bombing of the 
territory of the Democratic 
Republic of Vietnam and, 
particularly, to strike from 
the air at railroads and 
other communications. 

The United States is thus 
attempting to disrupt exist- 
ing economic, commercial 
and other relations between 
ths Democratic Republic of 
Vietnam and other states, to 
deprive the Democratic Re- 
public of Vietnam of the 
possibility of receiving aid 
fo? the people of its country 
to repel American aggres- 
sion, as well as food and 
offer goods for supplying its 
civiian population. 

>o matter what false pre- 
texts are used to mask the 
adventurist actions of the 
Airsrican armed forces in 
Vitnam, the real purpose of 
thse actions is clear. It is 
no: to “save the United 
Sttes from humiliation,” but 
to save the notorious policy 
of “Vietnamization,” which 
ha obviously failed. It is 
no to enable the Vietnamese 
to fettle their affairs through 
neotiation, but to extend 
Arerican military support 
to the antipopular puppet 
rejme in Saigon. 

intensification of the 
bmbings of the territory of 
th Democratic Republic of 
Vitnam and Washington’s 
atempts single handedly to 
inpose its own rules of in- 
ternational navigation can- 
n<t but arouse indignation 


and strong censure. They 
demonstrate once again to 
the whole world the piratical 
nature of the war that the 
United States has unleashed 
and pursued for many years 
against the Vietnamese peo- 
ple. \ 

Many Others Affected 

One aggressive action has 
led to other, still more dan- 
gerous actions. As a result, 
the war has assumed a char- 
acter affecting to an ever 
greater degree the interests 
of many countries and peo- 
ples. 

The mining of the ap- 
proaches to the ports of the 
Democratic Republic of Viet- 
nam and attempts to inter- 
fere with access of foreign 
ships to its territorial and in- 
land waters are creating a 
direct threat to the ships and 
to the lives of seamen of 
many states that are trans- 
porting cargoes for the popu- 
lation of the Democratic Re- 
public of Vietnam. 

No one has given the 
United States the right to re- 
strict anyone’s freedom of 
navigation on the high seas. 
The measures taken by the 
United States are a gross 
violation of the generally 
recognized principle of free- 
dom of navigation-— ignoring 
the fact that the Geneva con- 
ventions of 1958, affirming 
that principle, bear, along- 
side other signatures, the one 
of the United States of 
America. 

The actions of the United 
States threatening the free- 
dom of navigation and the 
safety of Soviet and other 
ships engaged in navigation 
off the coasts of the Demo- 
cratic Republic of Vietnam 
are being viewed in the 
Soviet Union as inadmissible. 
The Soviet Union will draw 
appropriate conclusions from 
this. All responsibility for 
the possible consequences of 
these illegal actions will be 
borne by the Government of 
the United Stataes. 

By violating the Geneva 
conventions, the United 
States has demonstrated its 
contempt for one of the basic 
requirements of international 
law: the observanve by states 
of commitments assumed un- 
der international treaties. 


This is a dangerous and slip- 
pery road. It can lead only 
to further complication of 
the international situation 
and to lawlessness in inter- 
national relations. 

What Would This Lead 1 To?* 
And if in response to the 
unilateral actions of the 
United States threatening the 
legitimate interests of a num- 
ber of states and the safety 
of their citizens, these states 
were to act the way the 
United States is now acting 
in Vietnam, what would this 
lead to? 

The problems of Indochina 
cannot be resolved, and the 
will of the Vietnamese people 
fighting for freedom and in- 
dependence cannot be 
broken, by further escalation 
of aggressive actions. The 
actions being taken by the 
United States can only serve 
to drag out the conflict and 
to continue the bloodshed, 
and will inevitably involve 
further loss of life and de- 
struction. 

The only realistic way of 
resolving the Vietnamese 
problem is to respect the 
right of the Vietnamese peo- 
ple to determine its destiny 
without outside interference 
and pressure. If the United 
States is really ready to do 
so, it should return to the i 
negotiating table in Paris. ' 

The Soviet Government 
resolutely insists that the 
steps taken by the United 
States to blockade the coast 
and to disrupt the land com- 
munications of the Demo- 
cratic Republic of Vietnam 
be canceled without delay, 
that the United States cease 
its acts of aggression against 
the Democratic Republic of 
Vietnam and that the right 
to freedom of international 
navigation and commerce be 
respected. The Soviet Gov- 
ernment is confident that 
this point of view is being 
shared by the governments 
and peoples of all peace-lov- 
ing states. 

The Soviet people, true to 
the principles of socialist in- 
ternationalism, is in solidar- 
ity with the struggle of the 
herioc Vietnamese people. It 
has rendered and will con- 
tinue to render the necessary 
support.
